Legal Mexican Migrants Protest Bad 


Treatment They Ge 


WASHINGTON (LPA)—A pro-| 
test against foul treatment of 3200) 
Mexicans imported to work on 
farms around Salinas, Calif., was 
made here recently to the Ambas- 
sador of Mexico and U. S. Secre-| 
tary of Labor. 

Francis Hernandez Cano, one of 
the imported Mexicans, told the 
officials that numerous illegal pay 
deductions, plus legal deductions, 
often leave the Mexicans with as 
little as a $1 a week “take-home” 
pay. Cano, who traveled here from 
Salinas by bus, was accompanied 
on his official visits by H. L. Mit- 
chell, president of the AFL Agri- 
cultural Workers Union. 

Mexicans who protest against il- 
legal pay deductions or poor work- 
ing conditions disappear between 
midnight and dawn, Cano said. 
They are thought to have been de- 
ported by the Salinas Farm Labor 
Association which brought them 
into the U. S. 

Other complaints made by Cano 
included: 

1. Workers are required to pay | 
65 to 72 cents per 100 for wires, 
called “twistems,” to tie bunches 
of carrots together. The weekly 
deductions from a worker's pay 
for these adds up to $3 or more. 
Such deductions, which net farm- 
ers and labor contractors thou- 
sands of dollars a month, are 
illegal under California law as well 


as under the U. S.-Mexican mi- 
grant labor agreement.

| Q. On what did OPS base its de- 
leision to suspend ceiling prices on

“Too often we incline to describe the ultimate in human 
welfare as a mule's sort of heaven—a tight roof overhead, 
‘lenty of food, a minimum of work and no worries or respon- 
sibilities. So far have we strayed in our sense of values.”

T-H Law ‘Gives Us Better Climate
